Fevruary, (the day that Conception and the palaces 
were destroyed,) Capt. Townsend, in the ship Nile 


ofthis port, was cruising for whales on the coast of 


Chili, in lat. 39 15. He felt the shock so sensibly 
that the spars ana rigging ever his head shook in 
sich a manner that it was dangerous to stand under 
them. Thinking that the vessel had run aground, 
he immediately wore ship and hove the lead, but 
finding no bottom with twenty fathoms of line, con 
cluded it was an earthquake. On a subsequent visit 
to Talcahuana, his suspicions were confirmed, in 
the desolation and ruin which that once thriving 
port, then presented; as also in the faet, that the 
water in the bay was five or six feet lower than its 
usual depth. Capt. T. states that he has been on 
the ccastof Chili a number of voyages during the 
same month, and thinks he never knew such a scar- 
city of whales, fish, and fowls, as in the present 
year.

The Newark Advertiser of Saturday eveuing, fur- 
nishes the following particulars of the disaster : 


** We learn from a friend who was present that 
the public attention was suddenly attracted about 5 
o,clock by the appearance of a phenomenon resem- 
bling in some respects a water spout, accompanied 
witha roaring noise, on the Princeton road, south 
west of thetown. It proceeded rapidly through the 
eastern part of the city, passing to the north along 
the streets paralle! with Albany or Main st., over the 
Raritan, towards Piscataway, destroying nearly 
every thing destructible in its course. The first 
damage we hear of was at Dr. Janeway’s a short 
distance onthe Princeton road) His heuse which is 
a spacious frame building, was completely unroofed, 
and the two trees before the door torn up by the 
roots. The brick Methodist Church a few rods fur- 
in the town, was totally demol‘shed, the basement 
only being left ; the end of the Catholie.church, also 
of brick, on Bayard st., wastorn out ; thechimneys 
and voofs of most of the houses im the track of the 
The chief damage ap- 
pears to have been in Schureman street, which runs 
a4, ofa mile from George to Burnet sts. A majori- 
ty of the houses in this street, we.are told, were ei- 
ther entirely destroyed, or very much injured ; several 
on George and Burnett sts. were also considerably 
damaged, some of them being cracked open, and oth- 
ers insome degree twisted. Albany st. was entirely 
exempt. The course of the wind appears to have 
been entirely confined toa narrow breadth in the 
eastern part of the place, and was not over 15 min- 
utes in passing through it. 

But great as appears to have been the destruction 
of property, the most melancholy loss is the destruc- 
tion of human life. When our informant left, there 
was much excitement and confusion in the city, and 
the extent of the damages had not been accurately 
ascertained. He understood that four individuals, 
at least, were killed, one a littke child which was 
picked up in the street after the hurricane, very much 
disfigured. A larger number, it is said; were more 
or less wounded. A young man of 22°or upwards, 
son of Judge Booraem, the Clerk of Middlesex, was 
very severely injured, and fears were éntertained that 
he could not recover. (Since dead.)

tion of property was very considerable, such as the 
unroofing of houses, tearing up of trees, fences, and 
outhouses. It is reported that one man was taken 
off of his feet, and had his back broken. 

Whether the tornado passed trom Piscataway, 
which is about five miles this side of New-Bruns wick, 
or whether it subsided there, we do notlearn. About 
halfa mile from this city a number of blankets and 
other bed clothes, blown from the attic stories, were 
Its greatest fury appears to 
have been expended in New-Brunswick : in passing 
over the river, it carried away about 20 fect of the 
bridge railing. 

We felt nothing of ithere. The day was showery, 
and we had occasional thunder. The wind rose du- 
ring the night and blew a gale, but we have 
heard of no damage. ‘The hurricane at New-Bruns- 
wiek, it is said, resembled those which occasionally 
do so much damage in the West Indies. 


The following extracts of letters are given by the 
Times and Journal of Commerce : 


New Brunswick, 20th June, 1835. 

Dear Sir—We were visited in this city yesterday 
with one of the most terrible tornadoes ey 
ofin the history of this country. It passed over 1s 
about five o’clock in the afternoon, and made a 
scene of desulation wherever it touched, arly 
one-third of the town is injured or destroyed. The 
Methodist Church is entirely destroyed, the Catholic 
partially so. Houses of all desc riptions were pros. 
trated or their materials carried about in the air, 
Such a scene of ruin is presented here as is seldom 
witnessed. Four persons have been killed and many 
more injured—some of them very seriously. The 
loss we can yet scarcely estimate, but it must be 
very great. Many poor families have lost every 
thing. Probably more lives would have been lost 
from the number of falling buildings, but the tor- 
nado exhibited a dense coiumn of smoke whirling 
about in the air, which induced the belief that there 
was a fire, and the ringing of the bells, and calling 
out the engines, brought many into the streets, and 
probably was the means of saving some lives.

A 
girl who had been help in my father’s family for two 
years, begged very hard for my mother to leta 
younger brother and myself go with her home to the 
Wake, (a festival originating in old Catholic times 
on the dedication of the churches). ‘This girl was 
one ofa family of eight children, all brought up and 
maintained without parish relief. In consequence of 
this numerous family all being at home ina small 
cottage, my mother at first dissented, but the good 
hearted girl had previously so excited our interest by 
telling us about going nut gathering and other in- 
teresting themes, that we were not easily to be paci - 
fied; so we got consent on condition of returning 
only three miles) on the Sunday evening, but a sum. 
mer thunder s'orm coming on we were prevented and 
we staid all night. The cottage was owned by the 
girl’s fatler, and had been in the family many gene- 
rations. There was a garden and an orchard of 
about two acres, and it stood on the side of a 
cominon, he had a privilege of turning on a cew, 
some geese, and about five sheep. The house con. 
tained two roonis on the ground floor, two up stairs 
a shed and a cellar—the furniture was plain and 
substatial. I remember the clock, the oak dresser, 
with shelves, and the shelves lined with pewter 
plates and dishes. ‘The dinner was some broiled fat 
bacon and beans, some roast mutton and new pota- 
toes, and some nice fresh beer, ail the produce of 
the little homesteod. The up stairs was equally 
clean, plain, and comfortably furnished. Except 
my brother, myself, and a very old woman, the cot- 
tager’s wife’s mother, I believe no one else went to 
bed. The family of eight sons and daughters each 
residing out at different parts at service, and who 
only had an opportunity of seeing each other to- 
gether at this evéntful and always most anxiously 
expected annfal period, would naturally enough 
wake as much of the time together as they 
could, therefore they passéd-their time relating the 
adventures of their different cireumstances in this 
eventful world. ‘At morning off, as each was the 
next day, to their respective stations; the parting 
glass of home made elder wine was mutually pledg 
ed by the warm-hearted and affectionate parents, 
the tear in the mother’s eye, and the father’s blesg- 
ing, with the whole scene together, made an impres- 
sion that will never be obliterated while memory 
holds its sway in my mind. Now, sir, this is a 
faithful picture of a laboring Epgtish family just 40 
years past, while the poor rates lad been in existence 
full 200 years. Here isa man bringing up a family 
of eight children, all of which would not have had 
parochial relief if proffered to them ; they all knew 
they had a right to it, if needed, but under the state 
of things then existing, comparatively few taxes, 
every body tolerably well off, they would as lieve 
thieve as ask for parish relief; had any accident 
happened to any one of them, each being under easy 
circumstances, would have added their mites, and, 
like the bundle of sticks, would have contributed by 
their added strength to. have prevented the weaker 
one from snapping asunder, Surely Mr. Young and 
those who think like him, that poor rates offer an 
inducement for all sorts of idleness and vice, will 
begin to doubt the correctness of their judgment. 
The idleness, profligacy and vice they discover, must 
be traced to different causes, 

I will now give another view of this subject, since 
the hand of ** improvement” has been at work. One 
mon h before 1 sailed to this country, I passed a day 
in this village. I found the first * improvement” was 
the common had been enclosed—the cottage was 
there, to be sure, but all in a state of delapidation ; 
the fence which divided the cottage lot had been 
pulled down, the fruit and other trees rooted up, and 
the whole had passed into the hands of a rich farmer, 
and not the name of the cottagers left—all had been 
dispersed, some in the army, some in large towns, 
and one had emigrated to this country. I defy any 
man to show that this has arisen from poor laws. 
But I am ready to prove to any man that this is the 
work of those ‘ political economists” during the last 
half century, which Mr, Young seems so much de- 
lighted with. 

About 40 years past the wages of a country la- 
borer was 12s. per week—the taxes was about 15 
millions—it is no wonder, therefore, that this man 
coulu live and bring up his family with so much de- 
cency, his little homestead and other little things all 
his own about him added thereto. At present the 
wages are no more than 10s. and the taxes are 40 
miliions, so that the * political economical” fellows 
have ‘* improvep” it both ways against the laborer ; 
first they raise the articles of life by taxation, and 
then lower his wages that he has to purchase them 
with, Oh! brave * political economists.” It is well 
for you you have Mr. Young’s praise; to be sure he 
does not know what he has been talking about, if he 
did, I cannot help thinking he would as much detest 
you as I do. 

I will finish this letter by giving a short account of 
the English revenue. Ido this to show to every re- 
flecting mind, that this is the grand point to look at,

Under these convictions, I made considerible pe- 
cuniary sacrifices, devoted a large portion ef my 
time, and exerted all the energies of my mind for 
about four years from 1828 to 1832, to excite the 
| public sympathy for your sufferings. I did hope 
that all that was necessary to produce a decided ef- 
fort to meliorate your situation, was to bring 
subject in bold relief before the public. I 
| miserably mistaken, and finally abandoned the 
dertaking as impracticable, 

The present crisis is more favorable, and I do 
hope your efforts will be crowned with the success 
they merit. I trust they will be conducted with 
such decorum as not to alienate your friends. And 

I wish the strong and affectionate statement of the 
Rev. Ezra Styles Ely, were proclaimed on the house 
tops, to arouse our citizens from the very culpa- 
ble apathy with which they behold your sufferings.

and New York, I am constrained to say that the 
inadequate wages which females receive for their 
labor, ought deeply to affect every benevolent per- 
son who has any wish to do justly and see honest 
industry suitably rewarded. A common slave in 
the state of Virginia, Tennessee, and Kentucky, is 
much better compensated for his labor by his neces- 
sary food, clothing, lodgings, and medicines, than 
many respectable mothers and daughters, who ap. 
ply themselves diligently to their work two hours for 
every hour occupied by the negro in his master’s 
service,” 

He whom this hidious state of things does not 
excite to sympathy for your sufferings and to the 
support of your cause, may make pretensions to hu- 
manity, to morality, and to religion, but all his 
pretensions are as ‘* sounding brass and a tinkling 
cymbal.”
